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Chinese Agree on 15-Day Truce 
in Manchuria Giving Marshall 
Chance to Settle Problems

agreement 
imposing a 15-day truce in Man- 
churia. 


The truce is preliminary to nego- 


tiations for permanent peace be- 
tween the Chinese government and 
the Communists, who for 18 years 
have \yaged civil war, primarily in 
Manchuria. 


Lu Chung-li, prominent Kuorhin- 


tang (government party) 
leader, 


announced the armistice. He told 
the Associated Press these

points remain lo bc negotiated for 
peace: 


1— Permanent cessation of hostil- 
ities. 


2— Restoration 
of 
communica- 
tions, disrupted by fighting . 


3 — Reorganization of the army. 
Lu said the truce w.ould S.Q into 


effect immediately after it 
was 


signed by the committee of three, 
whose members are General Mar- 
shal, U. S. envoy to China; Com- 
munist Negotiator Chou En-lai, and 
Government Gen. Chu Yung-chang. 


At the same time, 
Marshall's 
headquarters ordered an advance 
section of executive (truce) head- 
quarters at Peiping to move 
to 


Changchun, the Manchurian capi- 
tal, "in preparation for carrying 
out any agreement that may be 
reached for the cessation of hostili- 


ties." 


Chen 
Li-Pu , extreme Rightist 


minister in the Kuomintang, re- 
ported meantime it was possible 
that the government would assign 
the Communisls an area to gar- 
rison in Manchuria after hostili- 
ties ceased. 


"There must bc no empty talk, 


however," Chen told the Associated

carry out the agreement to reor- 
ganize their armies in Manchuria 
and restore communications. Then 
Ihere can bc peace." 


A January agreement, since vio-

available ambulances and privates 
automobiles were used to remove 
the dead and dying to hospitals. 
An emergency morgue was set up 
in the city hall building, a block 
away. The Red Cross also set up 
first aid stations at the scene and 
at the city hall and at the several 
hospitals where the injured were 
taken. 


Thousands 
lined Madison 
and 


La Salle streets and watched the 
firemen fight the stubborn blaze 
and rescue the trapped guests. The 
250 policemen, as well as military 
police and navy shore 
patrolmen, 
aided in the rescue efforts. 
Fire Commissioner Michael 
J. 
Corrigan said the blaze was dis- 
covered about 12:30 a. m. (CDT) 
in the lobby and flames spread 
rapidly through elevator 
shafts. 
He said although flames shot up 
the elevator shaft to the roof of 
the building, most of the fire dam- 
age was confined to the lower six 


floors. 


Corrigan estimated damage 
to 
the hotel at $100,000 and 
termed 
the fire "the worst hotel fire in 
the city's history." He said 
the 
greal billows of smoke, banned by 
the opening of windows and doors 
by guests attempting to escape, se- 
riously hampered firemen in fight- 
ing the blaze. 


Corrigan said an immediate in- 
vesligalion was being made and 
said that m-eceding the discovery 
of the fire there were three explo- 
sions. An extra alarm was turned 
in immediately and a second ex- 
tra alarm within 45 minutes. 


The hundreds 
of 
guests 
who 


escaped, many without shoes and 
in night clothes, were accommo- 
dated in other Lop hotels which 
set up extra cots in lobbies 
and 
ballroms. 


Of the injured, more than 
30 
were firemen, while on fire de- 
partment oilicial, Batlalion Chief 
Eugene Freeman, 55, died in 
a 


hospilal where he had been re- 
moved after collapsing while fight- 
ing the fire.

Infected house mice may 
be 
responsible for a special form of 
virus infection of the coverings of 
the bfaln (chorlomeningilis), which 
is not to bo confused with other 
forms of meningitis, as choriomon- 
ingilis is rarely fatal and complete 
recovery is the rule. 


Dr. Gilbert Dnlldorf and assoc- 
iates report, in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, that 
h6usc mice which they trapped in 
the homes of choriomeiiineiitis pa- 
tients were carriers of this spe- 
cial virus, and that buildings har- 
boring infected mice are a source 
of the disease in man. The virus 
has been isolated 
in animals in 
laboratory mice colonies. 


Cnoriomeningilis 
may b e g i n 
with 
influenza - like symptoms, 


without any signs of meningial ir- 
ritation. 
A few days later, the 
patient will complain 
of severe 


headache, stiff neck, and vomit- 
ing. 
(In some cases, these sym- 
loins are the first to be observed.) 
VIRUS INVADES BLOOD 


The virus causing choriomcnln- 


gitis 
is found 
in the blood and 
spinal fluid 
of patients 
during 
acute 
attacks. Guinea pigs 
also 


arc susceptible to the disease, and 
if some of tire patient's infected 
blood or spinal 
fluid is injected 


into them, they will develop the 
infection. 


A special blood lest done on the 


patient six to eight weeks after 
the infection will show a positive 
reaction which may 
persist for 
years. 


The virus is spread from infect- 
ed mice through their nasal secre- 
tions, urine, and feces. Man con- 
tracts the disease from 
infected 


food and dust, possibly 
through 
Insect 
carriers. 
The incubation 
period is about one to two weeks. 


There is no known case 
of 


transfer from one infeclcd human 
to another. 


From 5 to 20 per cent of house 
mice trapped 
in certain surveys 


were found to be infected with 
this virus. As mice do not have 
a wide range of activity, the us- 
ual story is that several human 
cases developed in the same house 
or in the immediate neighborhood

Background on the Project 
The Center, a $50,000,00 project 
is named in honor of Henry Ford 
and Edsel B. Ford, grandfather 
and father 9f Henry Ford, II who 
are responsible for the growth of 
an industry which already has pro- 
duced more than 31,000,00 cars and 
trucks. 


The Center will be situated on a 
500-acre tract to the west of Dear- 
born Inn, adjoining Oakwood Boule- 
vard and bordering both sides of 
Village Road.

around an artificial lake 800 feet 
long, 300 feet wide, and divided by 
the Village Road Causeway. 


Thus it will adjoin many of the 
company's existing engineering fa- 
cilities, including: the Engineering 
Laboratory, the Body Engineering 
Building; the Weath-er Tunnel, and 
the Ford Test Track.

Corrigan estimated damage 
to 
the hotel at $100,000 and

the fire "the worst hotel fire in 
the city's history." He said

the opening of windows and doors 
by guests attempting to escape, se- 
riously hampered firemen in fight- 
ing the blaze. 


Corrigan said an immediate in- 
vesligalion was being made and 
said that m-eceding the discovery 
of the fire there were three explo- 
sions.

Infected house mice may 
be 
responsible for a special form of 
virus infection of the coverings of 
the bfaln (chorlomeningilis), which 
is not to bo confused with other 
forms of meningitis, as choriomon- 
ingilis is rarely fatal and complete 
recovery is the rule. 


Dr. Gilbert Dnlldorf and assoc- 
iates report, in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, that 
h6usc mice which they trapped in 
the homes of choriomeiiineiitis pa- 
tients were carriers of this spe- 
cial virus, and that buildings har- 
boring infected mice are a source 
of the disease in man. The virus 
has been isolated 
in animals in 
laboratory mice colonies. 


Cnoriomeningilis 
may b e g i n 
with 
influenza - like symptoms, 


without any signs of meningial ir- 
ritation. 
A few days later, the 
patient will complain 
of severe 


headache, stiff neck, and vomit- 
ing. 
(In some cases, these sym- 
loins are the first to be observed.) 
VIRUS INVADES BLOOD 


The virus causing choriomcnln- 


gitis 
is found 
in the blood and 
spinal fluid 
of patients 
during 
acute 
attacks. Guinea pigs 
also 


arc susceptible to the disease, and 
if some of tire patient's infected 
blood or spinal 
fluid is injected 


into them, they will develop the 
infection. 


A special blood lest done on the 


patient six to eight weeks after 
the infection will show a positive 
reaction which may 
persist for 
years. 


The virus is spread from infect- 
ed mice through their nasal secre- 
tions, urine, and feces. Man con- 
tracts the disease from 
infected 


food and dust, possibly 
through 
Insect 
carriers. 
The incubation 
period is about one to two weeks. 


There is no known case 
of 


transfer from one infeclcd human 
to another. 


From 5 to 20 per cent of house 
mice trapped 
in certain surveys 


were found to be infected with 
this virus. As mice do not have 
a wide range of activity, the us- 
ual story is that several human 
cases developed in the same house 
or in the immediate neighborhood

Ammended Bill 
to Extend OPA 
Is Favored 


Washington, June G — (/P)— The 
Senate Banking committee today 
approved a drastically amended 
price control extension bill today 
and prepared to send it to the 
Senate floor for action next week. 


Majority 
Leader Barkley (Ky) 


said he will formally report 
the 


measure, 
but he 
told reporters 


that his action is not to be con- 
strued as an endorsement of num- 
erous amendments or of the bill 
as a whole. 


The bill, perfected late yester- 


day, was agreed upon today with- 
out a record vote.

without any enthusiasm, 
either," observed Senator Millikin 
(R-Colo). 


Over bitter minority protests, the 


Banking Cominitce drafted a for- 
mal recommendation to the cham- 
ber that it vole to extend price 
control one year beyond June 30 
but in sharply curtailed form. 


Chairman Wagner (D-NY), who

Although half a do/en members 


of the 19-mnn committee signified 
their intention to side with the 
chairman, the effect on the Senate 
during next week's debate wais 
highly problematical.

an extension bill which adminis- 
tration spokesmen have said would 
mean the end of price control next 
month unless the Senate took a dif- 
ferent tack.

Accusations of "imperialism," of 


"pressure .thraats and 
intimida- 


tion," of "a desire to impose their 
svill" have been heard from boUi 


') sides. And svc of the western dem- 


ocracies, surveying the evidence 
along with thc indictments, might 
be pardoned for believing 'hat thc 
shoe fits the Russian fool bailer 
than it does our own. 


We cannot be sure whether Mr. 


Molotov and his government roilly 
do feel intimidated (they certainly 
don't act it) or whether they arc 
reeking to excuse their own acti- 
vities. It is quite possible that Mr. 
Molotov feels that all Russia':; ac- 
tions toward peace have been log- 


, ical and reasonable. And that is 
' one of the discouraging things about 


his speech. For if he is being can- 
did, then the lack of understand- 
ing among the three great powers 
is re-emphasized.

Altnough il differed on a number 


of points from the House measure 
voted April 13, the teen age provi- 
sion promised to be the big stum- 
bling block in the bill which the 
Senate passed along to a Senate- 
House conference commitlee. 


The conferees, seven 
senators 
and seven representatives, 
must 


adjusl all the differences and per- 
suade Congress to accept their rec- 
ommendations between now 
and 
June 30, when the present law ex- 
pires. Here is their problem: 


Length of extension: The Sen- 
ate voted to continue the draft unlil 
nexl May 15; the House until next 
February, 15. 


Age of inductions: The Senate 
by a 53 to 26 counl voled to con- 
tinue inducting 18 and 19-year-olds; 
the House by a 195 to 96 tally or- 
dered a halt to teen-age induclions. 
The top draft age in the 
House 
bill is 29; in the Senate's, 44. 
Pay raises. The Senate wrote 


into its bill pay raises :°or enlisted 
grades only, ranging from 50 per- 
cent for .buck privates to smaller 
boosts for top sergeants and corre- 
sponding ranks in the other serv- 
ices.
